How Prisoners Were Trented in An Ar- 
kansas Penitentiary. 

Little Rook, Ark., Sept. 17.— The 
state penitentiary board, upon the rep- 
reaentationa of Auditor G. H. Mills and 
others, has ordered the discharge of the 
wardens at West's camp, Galloway camp, 
Gray's camp and WrightsviUe camp, and 
the riding boss at WrightsviUe. The gen- 
eral charge preferred was addiction to 
strong drink and cruel treatment of 
convieta in their charge. The most 11a- 
graiit act wdiicli came under the obser- 
vation of Mills happened at West's 
camp last Friday. Two coiurcd con- 
victs had escaped, and when cai)tiired 
they were severely whii)ped. Iron 
rings were welded aliout their necka and 
one end of the chain fastened to the 
ring and the other to their waists. They 
were unable to straighten up when Mr. 
iMills saw them, and the chains were 
drawn so tight the men were unable to 
lift their heads, being coinjielled to work 
in that eonditioii. Suljsequently the 
wardens and several of the gnarda be- 
ciime dftiiik, and held a kangaroo court, 
and nenteiiced the same negroes to be 
whipped again, the Eentences being car- 
ried out with cruel severity. By order 
of Mr. Mills the two convicts bad the 
rings removed from their necks.

A CHANGE OF ATTITUDE. 

A few days ago it was believed that 
the Government of Great Britain had 

determined to take ineasureB to put a 
atop to the persecution and ahuijiliter of 
Christiana by the Tiirkis'li Governniuiit, 
altogether iiulependontly of wluit the 
other Great Powers of Europe might do 
or refrain from doing. But appearances 
were deceptive. It may be that Lord 
Saliebury had received Becret assurances 
of sympathy and co-operation which 
have been einco withdr.twn. At auy 
rate, tor some reason ur other, tliere 
is no Ioniser any talk of (treat 
Britain'B brini;im; the Sultan to book 
independently of the course taken by 
the other nations of Europe. It 
appears that the tone assumed by the 
Government of Great Britain aroused 
the jealousy of continental nations, for 
v.-e sec tiiat there was an outburst of the 
]ir:;gs of Europe at;ainst (.ireat Britain. 

It is hardly to be expected, horrilieil 
and outraged as tiie British jieople are 
atthe inhumanity of the unspeakable 
Turlc, that they desire their Governmen t 
ti attack Turkey single-handed, when 
it is known that the leailing jjowera of 
Kuroi)U disapprove of its action and will, 
in all iirobability, take the part of Tur- 
key. The l:!ritish people are ready to 
do a great deal to protect and 
succor the persecuted Gbristians in the 
Sultan's dominions, but it is not to be 
supposed that they are prepared to flght 
the greatest military powers of Europe 
unaided in their behalf. And it is evi- 
dent that something like this was the 
allcrnati^-e which Lord Fjiiliabury had to 
face. 

It was supposed tliiit the Russian 
Minister of War, the late Prince bobaii- 
ofT, was the Sultan's j)rotei;tor, that he 
stood between the tyrant and those who 
wished to call him to account for bis 
cruelty and opprespion. But tlii.'!, it 
appears, was a mistake, lor though 
liiat atateaniaii is dead the Sultan 
i-i to-(la_v as secure as ever be 
was. He goes on persecuting and, 
it is said, murdering the Armenians 
knowing that the Christian powers of 
Europe are too jealous of each other to 
jierniit (.Ireat Britain to adminiBt<;r to 
him the ])uniahinent lu; so ricfily de- 
serves. 

What is to bo the end of Turkish oj)- 
preaaion and miegovernment. Heaven 
only knows, The Christian powers, 
with the single exception of Great Brit- 
ain, regard with stolid indifference the 
massacres and the other horrible out- 
rages which the Turkn are continually 
cbmniitting in Armenia aiul other parts 
of the Saltan's doniinions. It is mud 
that the people of the United States 
are disposed to go to the rescue 
of the suffering Christians of the East. 
But it is not likely that they will take 
an active part in JCuropean affairs. It 
has always been the policy of the gov- 
ernment of the Western republic to keep 
clear of JCuropean complications, aiul it 
is not likely that it will now depart from 
its traditional policy. Besides, the at- 
tention of the Americaa people is just 
now almost wholly monopolized by the 
very important political contest in which 
they are engaged. They will for a few 
months have hardly a thought to give to 
any otlier subject, so tliat it is highly 
improbable tliat the United States 
will interfere in the Eastern ques- 
tion. The Sultan, we suppose, with 
the complicity of iiroteBeedly Christian 
nations will keep on in Ihc ubominablo 
course which ho has been for some time 
pursuing until be ia overtaken by the 
vengeance of Heaven. There are signs

The [jrolest made by the Capital 
hicr()SS(! club atraiiist A. I'',. Suckling, of 
the Vancoiivcrs, on account of allc'ged 
unfair play at the matcli bctaeen \'an- 
couver and the Cniiitals on Seotember 4 
at Pirocktiin Point, was ilisniissi.'d last 
night liy tlie executive of the Provincial 
Lacrosse Association mi a technicality. 
Tlie meeting was held in the V.M.(!..-\. 
rooms, the jireaident, Dr. J. D. llel inc- 
kcn, ill the idiair, Mr. E. B. Blackwood 
being the other delegate from Victoria. 
The V^ancouver club was represented by 
iMessiB. E. A. Quigley, 0. B. McNeill 
and D, Smith; and Westminster by 
Messrs. Cheney, J. Mahoney and P. 
Peele. Before the charges were read, 
the objection was raised by Mr.

Here is some iiilorination concerning 
wages paid to workiiigineii in India, giv- 
en miller the auiluirity of United Status 
CoiiHul-( ieiu'ial I'olk, at C.ilrtitta: 

•' Wages lor unskill>.-il lalior, as trtick- 
•ors, sweepers, etc., 4 annus ^0 cents) per 
day. W'lges for skilled labor, such as 
the foreman in the picking, carding, 
roving, etc., rooms in rice inida, 12 an- 
nas (IS cents) per day. Native engi- 
neers and firemen receive 1 rupee (L'-l 
cents) per day. Coal costs i}^ annas (7 
cents) per aund (82 2-7 pounds"). 

" American workiugmen will perhaps 
be interested in reading what United 
States Consul Jernigan, at Shanghai, 
says about the wages of laborers engag- 
ed in the cotton mills of China, wliich 
c.ountry is on a silver basis. l\lr. .lorni- 
gan says: 'Tlit! cotton mills now in 
operation at .'■^liaiighai emplin' 5,U()0 
laborers at the luaxiiniuu averatie pci- 
day ul about ~0 ct nis in silver. Tlie food 
of tlu'se l.iliorcrs I'oiisists oi rice, caldaigc, 
tish occasional ly, and Homctimes ( 'li ine.-^e 
pork two or three limes a iiioiilh,the 
cost of the entire food 8U])ply not ex- 
ceedinjj; two Mexican dollars per month.' 

" The wages and the food appear sat- 
isfactory to the laborers, and there has 
been no complaint by them either on 
account of wages or fooil. There are 
four large cotton mills now laniiL: ljuilt, 
and these will employ an additional 
5,000 laborers, the number employeii liy 
the four cotton mills now being oper- 
ated. There will be 10,000 laborers eiu- 
plnyed in the cotton mills at Shanghai 
alone at the cheap rate of about 10 cents 
in gold per day, and it is represented to 
me that, uniler the guidance of I'hiro- 
pean sui)crvisi(Ui, by the aid of motlern 
iiKicliinery, the maiiipulatiou of the cot- 
ton is aa skillful in the cotton mills at 
Shanghai aa in those of any country. 

" Tiie American laliorer cannot live on 
the wages paid to a Chinese laborer, ami 
he would not and ought not to bo con- 
tented with the lood that a Chinese eats 
with satisfac.tuju. Such wages and such 
food would deiireciate the manhootl anil 
the cuurage which have ever been the 
safeguard of our free institutions, and 
the absence of which is so painfully evi- 
dent around me in the bearing and 
character of laborers who receive their 
wages in moiii^y of such little value, anil 
subsist on food of aa little sustenance.'

Some Ir.tcre.stinji F.'icts niul FiL;iirus lit 
Bardini; the Pennsylvania 
Railway.

In a recent number of Current Liteni 
ture an iOiiglisb writer asserts that Ih 
" greatest corporation on eartli is th 
Loudon & Northwestern Hallway Com- 
pany of ICngland, with its capital of

'^,'M() engines, and tiO.OUO employes, and 
repairs that cost :fl3U,000 a moutii," The 
American Exporter adds : "The NortI 
western Railway Company is, no doubt, 
a gigantic corporation for a little 
country like England, and 
worth bragging about, but 
have a bigger one hero in the United 
Stales that might tdisorb it very easily 
The Pennsylvania railroad, for example, 
has a capital of .fS.j7,U7f),liOO, and lo.liiU 
miles ol track w liich traverse thirteen 
states. It has o,750 locom itivea, which 
consume 20,(JUO ions of coal a day ami 
make runs eijual to the distance around 
ttie globe every two hours, ll has 3,'J.':)5 
passenger cars, l.j-l,UUO freigtit cars, 35U 
Pulluian ears, and 241 other cars for 
construction and other purjjoses, mak- 
ing a total of 1.08,52-1 cars, which make 
a journey equal to the circumference 
of the earth in every eight minutes. Tlie 
locomotives and cars, if placed on 
single track, would reach from New York 
to Chicago, or ten times the distance 
from Philadelphia to Nevf York. Th 
rails of the Pennsylvania railroad, if laid 
end to end, would encircle the globe am 
overlay about l.OUO miles. The total 
annual revuiiu; of the road is ij^b-iu.bDU 
000, equal to ^;;;72,.0U(i a day and ^Ihjy^ 
every liour oi ilie day and night, wdilcli 
is two and a half times as niiudi as tliat 
of the ^North westurn of England.

"COLN" WANTS GOLD. 

His Belief in Bryan's Flection Causes Him 
to Draw From tlie Bank.

.Maiiitolia's premier, seeiui; his own 
liolitical life in danger, baa positively 
refused to grant conceasiona to the Ro- 
man Catholic niiuority of tliia province, 
sntlicienl to satisfy the Quebec following 
of the Pomiiiion premier.

Laurier what be refused to 
do for Sir Mackenzie Bowell and Sir 
Charles Tupper, and accordingly he has 
declined to oblige his bosom friend, Clif- 
ford Si f ton. It is further reported that 
the cabinet meeting ended up with a 
very wide gap existing between the |)re- 
mierandbis attorney-general, 

Cognizant of this hict ^Ir. Marlin's 
followers eaileil a meeting and drafted 
rcBolutioua endorsing his candidature 
fur the vacant cabinet jiosilion. ll is 
known that a very strong feeliim existed 
at Unit meetiut:, which went so far as to 
threaten the premier of Canada willi 
open desertion should he fail to oblige 
the" Martin " Liberals of Winnipeg, li 
was further agreed that should Mr. Sif- 
ton be the appointee, Mr. IMartiii would 
oppose him in Brandon as an Independ- 
ent. Mr. Martin is now at Ottawa, 
while Mr. Sifton is at Urandon. 

TflK POTLATCH (QUESTION. 

To TJii; Ljhtok: — lu your semi-weekly 
edition of August 24 you publish a paper 
read at the Union Missionary Confer- 
ence by liev. .Mr. Stone ot Comox, in 
which he slates : 

" Young men who are respected by 
those of \'ii'toria win) know them, and 
who coiidiiet themselves with due jiro 
priety 111 this town, en their visits to it 
were coinjielled to honor one oi the pot- 
latches by feasting on a dog wdiich had 
ju8tbee;i killed in a most cruel man- 
ner." 

"When Mr. Stone says " young men," 
does he mean white men — as 1 iiave 
been asked hv several people who the 
jiarlics lire.

Another, my 
assistant, was not away from thia sla- 
lion. Anol her, one of the u'overnmen! 
linemen, can answer for huiiself — I don't 
know where he was, 1ml 1 hardly tliink 
he eat dot; — if jireseiit. The fourth per- 
son was i)reseiit on hisown business — he 
will answer for himself. 

Mr. Stone leaves it to be inferred that 
they were young white men; at least 
every one who has spoken to me on the 
aubjeci thinks so. Sir. Stone may pos- 
sibly iiieiui young Indians who are re- 
aiiecteil, etc., etc. ; but in part of hi.- 
speech he says of the potlatidi, " it eu- 
siaves tiie mind, exacting liomage from 
even those wdio are looked upon as civi- 
lized." 

-Mr. Stone does not sav bow the dog 
was killed. Tlui live dog was torn to 
pieces by the Indiana with their teeth, 
a thing wliicli hail not hapiiened in the 
Nitiiial tribe for 17 years previously, and 
W'as done on this occasion principally to 
show their dislike and contempt for Mr. 
.Stone and his ways. 

I shall be ^lad if you will insert this, 
that peo|d(! may know there are no 
young white men eating dog down here. 
.Vnyuiie who will cast slurs and slander 
young white men (always behind their 
backs), and then eat hia own words and 
send others to deny his words and ac- 
tions, is, in my opinion, more likely to 
eat don or worse than anyone in this 
part of the count ry.

WELCOilED TO NEW YORK. 

Arrival of " Whitehead," the Released 
Dynamiter— He Refuses to Talk 
of His Experiences. 

New York, Sept. 18.— John Murphy, 
who under the name of George Albert 
Whitehead served thirteen years in the 
English prisons, having been convicted 
of having dynamite in his possession and 
who was released some weeks ago, ar- 
rived here on the eteamshii) Lucania 
this afternoon. He was ucconipanied 
on the voyage by his brother James 
Murphy. The Ciinard steamship jiier 
was crowded witli former friends and 
[ireaeiit synipathi/.crs of the releaseil 
convict; will) cheereil him to the echo the 
moment he appeared at the gang-plank. 
He was at once taken charge of by the 
committee organized to receive and care 
for the priaonera as soon as they should 
arrive. A cab was called and Murphy 
was at once driven to an up-town hotel. 

His brother is authority for the state- 
ment that Whitehead is perfectly Eane. 
On the voyage over here ihv 
two had many conferences. The 
ex-convict explained his sudden 
disapiietirance fiTjm Skibbereen by the 
atat(!inent that he was afraid of too I'lmcli 
excitement. It appears that his friends 
in Ireland wanted tot;et up u deiiKjiistra- 
tion in lii.s honor, which he did not 
want. In order to avoid that, as well as 
all ex(dt(!nient, he diHapi)eared on the 
tirst night nf his visit home. He said 
that he fcxind employment on a farm a 
short distance awtiy and worked fm- 
(dglit days, when he made his way to 
Cork, where bis frieinls found him wan- 
dering aimlessly around.

The liank clearinus at Win- 
iiiiHg, llamiltiui, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax aggregate lfl!0,ll)0,UO0 this 
week. 25 jier cent, more than last week 
and slightly inoio than in the corres- 
Dondiiig week lust year. There were 11 
business failures reported throughout 
tlie Canadian IJorainion, against -11 lai^t 
week and 41 in the corresponiiing week 
a year ago. In the like period of 189-1 
the total was 43 and in 18U3 it was 4T. 

K. O. Dun it Co.'s weekly review of 
trade to-morrow will say : "rhere is Btill 
no distinct improvement in buBiness, 
although conditions favor it. Confidence 
slowly rises, Bjjeculalive buying of ma- 
terials for future use continues, imports 
of gold do not cease and the Bank of 
England has not tried to check them 
by further ailvaiice in rates, as 
the weights of the demand now 
fall on France. But tin enormons 
business is held btiidc until the future is 
more itlear. Maine'rt gretit majority had 
no such iiiliuence a.s many anticipated 
from a verdict so emphatic. Wheat bus 
risen I-'',;, altbotigli Western receipts of 
t),t)2t),syo bushels exceed last year, and 
in three weeks have been i7,iS5r),3li8 
bushels against 10,701,660 last year. 
The onp industry showing increase of 
working force is the cotton manuiaclar- 
era, restriction of output havini; scmiretl 
a more healthy demand for some goods. 
The boot anil shoe business is rtimiiiig 
near the end of its orders for fall goods 
and receiving scarcely any orders for 
spring. Iron and steel manufacturers 
are still waiting for business will; nearly 
half its in-odticitig capacity idle, but 
lioi'efulnesa and spectilativo buying of 
pig iron sustains prices. I'ailuros for 
the past week have been 317 in the Unit- 
ed States against 213 last year and 31 in 
Canada against 31 last year.

The Public Health Association of America.

To day, however, •,vlien the re- 
port of the iulvisory board came before a 
full meeting several ainendmentB were 
offered and Philadelphia finally chosen. 
Dr. Sheard made a good fi^ht for Toron- 
to, but the noint brought out by Dr. 
tiibon was iiuickly caught up and he 
carried the day. His contention was 
that t^o conventions have been held in 
tlnitcity in ten years, and the majority 
tliought it unltiir to other cities to hold 
the meetings in Canada so many times 
in a short period. 



HARDSIIIl'S AT SEA. 

Tile Crew ot <i British Shi]! Complain of 
Brutal Treatment. 

Bosro.s, Sept. 18. — Sixteim members 
of the crew of the British ship Warrior, 
which arrived last night, report- 
ed at the British Consul's ofBce 
this mornine and preferred charges 
against the captain, second mate and 
steward, which if true indicate unusual 
cruelty and brutality. The com- 
plaints of the men, in substance, 
are that on several ociiasions since 
sailing from Manilla last Decem- 
ber, the second mate and stewaril beat 
the men unmercifully, besides setting 
the captain's dog on them. This dog, 
according to the crew, is a large ami 
fierce hound, trained especially to ter- 
rorize the men on the ship. The cap- 
tain denies the charges.

He stated to- 
day that he had good reasons to believe 
all the gold at present is on the Ameri- 
can side of the 141st meridian, which 
forms the true boundary line.

tion as the eases of other convicts who 
arc ill." 

The Neue Freie Press of Vienna says 
the inspection of the forts of the Dar- 
danelles by a Russian general is the 
Sultan's reply to England 'a eflforts to 
force him to abdicate. It is also the 
response of Russia, which has ttikeii the 
Snltun under its protection, to lOiigland's 
menace. 

The Spanish bank of Havana has sus- 
pended the sale of drafts on Sjiain pay- 
abli! in bank notes, and has bought ol a 
well known banker a draft for $100,000 
on the United States, paying for it a 
large pur cent, lioth of these facts have 
caused IV heavy depreciation in the hank's 
notes, and to-daj' they are at 13 percent, 
discount. A financial crisis is feared. 

A Constantinople dispatch to the 
Times says; "The minister of jxilice 
assures the eiiihassies that yesterday's 
discoveries of bombs and other e.xjdo- 
sives and incriminating documents, and 
the arrests of the leaders and members 
df the Armenian committee at Scutari, 
have completely uprooted the revolu- 
tionary organization." 

A Vienna dispatch to the Daily Mtiil 
says : " Within a few days seven persons 
have jierisbed in tin attempt to reach the 
Sultan's private aiitirtments ill the Yil- 
di/. pahuce. It is known that live of 
these intended to murder him."
